The fourth is the Time of High Water at 'Phi- 
ladelphia. (h) fignifies halt an hour af ter. 

The fifth is the Moon’s Place. 

The fixrh is the Sun’s rifing and letting, thus un- 
der flood; Againft thefccond Day of January you 
fee in tne 6th Column t lie f e Figures 7175, which 
fliow that the Sun riles that Day 17 Minutes after 7 
and fees 17 Minures before 5. I have chofe to put 
tneSun’s rifing and fetting for every Day, rather than 
the Moon s becaufe of its conftant Ufe in fetting of 
Clocks and Watches. 

In the laft Column, with the Changes of the 
Moon, I have put her rifing and fetting every now 
and then : If you war.: to know her rifing or fetting 
on any Day between thole againft which I have 
fet st, the common Rule of three Quarters of an hour 
later each Day, will be exaft enough to direft Peo- 
ple in their Travelling, which is the common Ufe 
that is made of ir.
